Representativ e James E, Watson the 
ministry to Cu ba, to which the sal­ 
ary of $12,000 a y ear is attached . 
In offering this appointment to W at­ 
son the Presid ent has giv en as one 
of his reasons that it is important, 
owing to the trou blesome cond itions 
in Cu ba, that the minister shall be a 
man who has the facu lty of getting 
along amicably with the nativ es and 
whose tactfu lness can be relied u pon 
to bru sh away war clou d s. He thinks 
Mr. Watson’s pecu liar characterist­ 
ics wou ld fit him ad mirably for the 
mission. 
The Presid ent, it is said , 
wou ld 
like to close the matter and annou nce 
Watson’s appointment officially . The 
only obstacle stand ing in the way is 
Watson’s u nwillingness to accept the 
job. There is an aristocratic society 
in Hav ana, and the ex penses of the 
ministry are v ery great. 
He feels 
that he cannot afford to accept. 
The Cu ban post is the one which 
Presid ent Taft has picked ou t es­ 
pecially for Watson and he hopes 
Watson finally will accept, bu t lie is 
hold ing open for the Ind iana man the 
offer of the gov ernorship of Porto 
Rieo. 
The salary of Gov ernor of 
Porto Rico is $8 000 a y ear and a 
palatial resid ence is fu rnished for 
his u se. 
If Watson d ecid es to accept either 
of these posts there will be no ob­ 
jection from any qu arter.

that the state au dito r can draw o n 
o ther fu nds to keep the scho o ls go ing. 
Su perintendent o f Pu blic Instru ctio n 
Aley has sent o u t no tices to that ef­ 
fect to co u nties that are clamo ring 
fo r aid. The deficiency fu nd was cre­ 
ated in 19 05 to help the po o r co u nties. 
Fiv e and three-tenths per cent o f the 
scho o l fu nd tax was set aside then fo r 
them. 
It was pro v ided that the fu nd 
sho u ld he u sed to help pay teachers in 
co u nties where the lo cal tu itio n lev y 
was 40 cents, and the to wnship tru s­ 
tee did no t hav e eno u gh fu nds. 
This 
law was amended in 19 07 so that the 
deficiency fu nd co u ld apply to co u nties 
where the lo cal tu itio n lev y was 25 
cents. 
The new law let in co u nties 
that had no t been helped befo re, and 
they hav e ex hau sted the fu nd. 
So me 
o f the po o r co u nties hav e drawn mo re 
fro m the deficiency fu nd than they 
hav e paid into the state treasu ry fro m 
all so u rces. 
Crawfo rd co u nty , fo r in­ 
stance, paid in $12,000 this y ear to the 
state and drew o u t $32,000. No co u n­ 
ties in the no rthern half o f the state 
hav e asked fo r help.

the missio n. The president, it is said, 
wo u ld like to clo se the m atter and an­ 
no u nce Watso n's appo intment o fficial­ 
ly .

Shel-J 
to n, a negro Pu llman po rter* at the 
so u theast co rner o f Illino is and Wash­ 
ingto n streets, in the presence o f hu n­ 
dreds o f peo ple. 
Shelto n is lo cked u p at po lice head­ 
qu arters charged with mu rder in the 
first degree. 
He is feigning insanity . 
Po lice su rgeo ns say he is no t insane, 
bu t that po ssibly , at the time o f the 
mu rder, he was su ffering fro m the ef-1 
fects o f alco ho lic insanity . 
Carro ll was o n his way to wo rk at 
the Atkins saw wo rks. He was stand­ 
ing at the co rner waiting fo r a car 
when Shelto n walked u p to him and 
fired a bu llet into his back. As he fell 
Shelto n fired ano ther bu llet into Car­ 
ro ll’s chest. 
Carro ll was hu rried to 
the ho spital, where he died a few min­ 
u tes later. 
The negro calmly tu rned aro u nd, 
faced the cro wd and replaced his re­ 
v o lv er in his po cket. 
No o ne seems 
to hav e no ticed the negro appro aching 
Carro ll. 
As so o n as the sho ts were 
fired the cro wd became ex cited. 
At­ 
tentio n was qu ickly directed to the ne­ 
gro standing o v er Carro ll’s bo dy . The 
negro made no mo v e to escape. 
A patro lman was standing acro ss 
the street when the sho ts were fired 
I and he immediately to o k the gu n-fiend 
| in charge. 
Shelto n admitted that he 
I had nev er seen Carro ll befo re, and his 
1 deed is taken as an act o f pu re ma- 
lignancy . 
Carro ll was a highly re- 
| spected y o u ng man and leav es a y o u ng 
1 wido w, who is distracted at her su dden 
and sho cking bereav ement.

Professor Hansen Returns With 
Seeds of Arctic Alfalfa. 


FARMERS WILL BE GAINERS. 


Agricultural Department’s Chief Plant 
Explorer Tells of 
Hardy 
Varieties 
That W ill Grow In Dry Sections of 
United States— Grapes Suitable For 
Semiarid Regions Also Found. 


Niels Ebbesen Hansen, professor of 
horticulture at the State College of Ag­ 
riculture, Brookings, S. IX, and chief 
plant explorer for the departm ent of 
agriculture at W ashington, recently re­ 
turned from his third journey into 
northern Asia, bringing back three new 
varieties of arctic alfalfa, a clover that 
will grow through ice and a grape 
that is suitable to the semiarid re­ 
gions of the United States. 
Professor 
Hansen has spent several years hunt­ 
ing through ancient and faroff coun­ 
tries of the world for useful plants, 
grains and fruits that we do not have 
in the United States, but are suitable 
to the climate of our northern latitudes 
and will furnish our farm ers with 
greater opportunities to diversify their 
crops and practice a rotation which 
will not exhaust the soil. 


in the semiarid and northern sections 
of the country. 
One of the alfalfas i 
will be a great thing to sow in the 
clearings in northern Michigan, Wis- 
j 
consin, Minnesota and Maine, where : 
the tim ber has been cut away. 
It is 
especially adapted for that sort of Soil | 
and conditions. 
“After returning to Russia I shipped 
my seeds and plants from Riga to 
W ashington via Copenhagen and then ] 
returned to Moscow to get ready for 
a trip into Turkestan and Persia to 
i 
look for Persian clover, which is one 
j 
of the best of the fodder plants of 1 
India and other rainless regions. The 
Russians are introducing it into all of i 
their arid sections. 
My journey from j 
Moscow to Tashkend, the capital of 
Turkestan, was made by railway via 
Orenberg over a newly built track 
which the Russians have recently con­ 
structed in order to bring a food sup­ 
ply and raw cotton into their markets. 
“I got a good supply of Persian 
clover seed and expect to get more. 
It is especially suitable for western 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and the 
western parts of our cotton belt. 
“I visited eight different nations, 
traveling several hundred miles among 
the Mohammedans and picking up 
what I could. 
That country has been 
sealed up by Russia, and the officers 
do not allow foreigners to go in there, 
so that I had to get a special permit. 
But everybody was very courteous and 
helpful, both the officials and the peo- 
| pie, and I had no trouble at all.

Moscow, where he organized a little j 
expedition of four assistants, who are j 
fam iliar with the languages as well as 
j 
of the botany of northern Asia. 
With ; 
them he started eastward, crossing 8 i- > 
beria into Chinese territory and trav­ 
ersing Mongolia and Manchuria. 
He 
returned by way of southern Siberia 
and through the foothills of the Alt! 
m ountains and made a journey of 400 
miles by wagon across the northern 


kestan called the ‘maskah.’ 
They are 
grown under Irrigation and have been 
cultivated by the Mohammedans for 
raisins and table use for ages, but they 
have never been shipped out of the 
country, and the seeds and cuttings 
have not been accessible to foreigners 
before. 
The maskah is a very large 
grape with a superior flavor—much 
larger than our Ham burg grape. I got 
some vines and cuttings, which 1 hope 
will be of value to the Californians 
and other people in semiarid regions. 
I obtained a number of other varieties, 
including two seedless grapes, bigger 
than any we have now. which will be 
the subjects of experiment L>v the agri­ 
cultural department, but it will be sev­ 
eral years before we can distribute 
any of them to private growers. 
“I came home across ancient Trans­ 
caucasia, via Tiflis and Batum, over 
part of the desert of Gobi and th e . A1 
_ 
, 
H unger desert of Turkestan. 
Then, lbf i.asI'ia,?, s‘‘al 
when he reached the Mediterranean, 
he visited the desert of Sahara, look­ 
ing for plants th at will grow in dry 
climates. 
“The object of my journey was espe­ 
cially to find hardy alfalfas that will 
grow in the colder regions of our 
no rthw estern states.” said Professor 
Hausen.^ “We wanted the no rthern­ 
most plants of Asia for the farm ers of 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
Dakota 
and 
Montana, who lose millions of dollars 
from the excessive cold and open win­ 
ters without snow. 
Two years ago, 
when I visited a part of the same 
country that I have been visiting the ' 
last year, I found three .varieties of 
yellow flower alfalfa which grow in 
latitudes as high as C2 degrees 50 min­ 
utes, across the arctic circle. 
I got 
some seed of one of the varieties, 
which is being tested at the experi­ 
ment stations of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent, and this time I got a good 
supply of all three, but they will not 
go out of government hands for some 
time yet, until our experiments are 
complete and we have had an oppor­ 
tunity to determine which are the best 
soils and climate for them to grow in. 
We are constantly receiving applica­ 
tions for this and other seeds, but It 
will be several years before they are 
ready fo r distribution. 
“I bad considerable difficulty in col­ 
lecting seed, because most of the al­ 
falfa grows ■wild, sparsely scattered 
over desert land, and that which is 
cultivated is so valuable to the farm ­ 
ers th at they do not w ant to let their 
seed go. 
The farm s are few and 
widely separated in most of the coun­ 
tries I visited, and the farm ers treas­ 
ure these plants. 
I was treated with 
the greatest kindness by everybody, 
both the officials 
and the people. 
In 
some 
places, 
however, 
particu­ 
larly in Mongolia, it was necessary 
fo r me to have a Cossack escort for 
protection as well as for guides.” 
“W hat is the most interesting thing 
you found on your journey?” I asked. 
“The most interesting things I found 
were a clover plant and an alfalfa 
growing near the point of greatest cold 
in northern Asia. It was between Ya­ 
kutsk and Verkhoyansk, north of Lake 
Baikal, on the sixty-second parallel of 
latitude. Clover and alfalfa grow wild 
there and live through the winters 
where the tem perature falls to GO and 
7 5 degrees below zero and the mercury 
freezes in the glaSs. They are not cul­ 
tivated at all. There are no farm s in 
th at region. The people are nomads 
and have no towns. 
“I got my seed a little farther south, 
where the mercury freezes every win­ 
ter at 40 below\ and both plants will 
endure that degree of cold with the 
ground bare of snow. I brought a lim­ 
ited amount of the seed and will plant 
It at the experiment stations • of the 
agricultural department, so as to raise 
a supply for distribution among the 
farm ers of our own northw est, but it 
will be several years before the distri­ 
bution can be made, because we must 
have it thoroughly tested before we 
can let any of it go into private bands.” 
“You got other seeds and plants?” I 
asked. 
“Yes. 
I got 250 lots of seeds and 
plants, all of economic value,, mafnly 
fo r the northern sections of the United 
States, to help the farm ers In securing 
a rotation of crops, so that their land 
may not be idle and the soil may not 
be exhausted. Other seeds and plants 
in my collection will be valuable in 
‘dry farm ing’ and in fruit 
culture a nd 


for Marseilles which stops at many 
ports to discharge and take on car­ 
goes, so that I had an opportunity to 
go ashore and see a g<x>d deal. 
I left 
the steam er at Corsica and went over 
into Italy to study the lucernes, which 
are the alfalfas of Greece and Italy. 
From Marseilles I went to Algiers and 
made a journey into the heart of tho 
desert of Sahara to study the alfalfas 
there. 
“I brought some seed from that des­ 
ert also. 
The Arabs have grown al­ 
falfa as fodder for ages. 
It was car­ 
ried over into Spain by the Moors 
from Africa, from there to South 
America and Central 
America and 
Mexico, and from there to California, 
and that is the roundabout way in 
which alfalfa was introduced into the 
United States. At the town of Biskra, 
in the desert of Sahara, from the 
Arabs I got a quantity of the seed of 
the original alfalfa. 
A part of it will 
be experimented with by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, and I will take a 
part to Dakota, where we will use it 
in the evolution that is being carried 
on by our plant breeders. 
“The ideal alfalfa of the future will 
be a hybrid of all the alfalfas of the 
wTorld—the wild and cultivated species 
from four continents and from all 
climates. 
We now have the best ma­ 
terials, and by the proper use of them 
we ought to be able to produce the 
final variety for those sections of the 
United States where a perennial legu- 
mindus forage is needed with which 
to feed our future meat supply.”—W il­ 
liam E. Curtis, W ashington Cor. Chi­ 
cago Record-Herald.

Begin — Measure W ill 


Probably Be Before the House From 


Ten D ays to Tw o Weeks. 


W ashington, 
March 
18 .—The 
full 
membership of the house committee 
on ways and means, including Demo­ 
crats as well as Republicans, met at 
10 o’clock this morning for the formal 
consideration of the Payne tariff bill. 
The senate committee on finance at 
the same time began informal consid­ 
eration of the measure. 
The probabilities are that the house 
committee will have only one sitting 
on the bill, that the measure will then 
be reported to the house, and that its 
formal reading in committee of the 
whole will soon begin. 
General de­ 
bate will be postponed until Monday 
if Mr. Payne’s present program is fol- j 
lowed, and after that time the measure 
probably will be before the house from 
ten days to two weeks. 


To Follow New Course. 


This plan of operation is slightly 
different from that which has been 
followed in the consideration of other 
tariff bills of recent years, and it had 
been expected that the Democratic 
members of the committee would be 
afforded more time than is now con­ 
tem plated for the consideration of the 
bill in committee. 
It is still possible 
that if they insist upon delay and .suc­ 
ceed in presenting good reasons for 
their request they may be accommo­ 
dated. 
Mr. Clark said th at he would 
make every effort in the committee, 
as he would on the floor of the house, 
to have the bill amended, and for that 
reason would ask for longer time. He 
added, however, that he would not 
press for more time for the prepara­ 
tion of a minority report, as th at could 
be formulated as well after the bill 
had been reported as before. 
Mr. 
Payne’s inclination is to get the bill 
into the house at the earliest practi­ 
cable moment, and his plans are so 
complete that it is not believed he will 
yield for a mere plea to offer amend­ 
ments, which the minority as well as 
the majority know will not be accepted. 
It is probable that a compromise 
will be reached and that the Demo­ 
cratic members will accept a proposi­ 
tion which will perm it them to present 
their amendments on the floor. 
Mr. 
Clark indicated that his principal plea 
would be for that privilege. 


Dem ocrats Gain 
Concession. 


He said he did not consider general 
debate as of nearly as much import­ 
ance as the discussion of the bill par­ 
agraph by paragraph with the oppor­ 
tunity to suggest changes in the vari­ 
ous schedules. 
It is therefore proba­ 
ble that if Mr. Payne and his fellow 
Republican members of the committee 
concede this privilege, the Democrats 
will accept it in lieu of a similar priv­ 
ilege in commttee and make no serous 
protest against the immediate repo rt­ 
ing 
c f the bill. 
No announcement as to the length 
of time that will be given for debate 
has been made, and Mr. Payne is quite 
wary on this point. 
The Dingley bill 
was under discussion in the house for 
only ten days, and of that time four 
days were devoted to general debate. 
It was considered under a rule fixing 
the hours of meeting, limiting the 
time of debate and prescribing the 
method of offering amendments. 
The 
Democrats still remember that under 
the regulation concerning amendments 
they found no opportunity to force test 
votes on particular schedules. 
Under 
the rule the committee could present 
amendments at any time, but individ­ 
ual 
members 
could 
only 
suggest 
changes in the schedules under consid­ 
eration. 
As the entire six days were 
devoted to the first schedule, dealing 
with chemicals and drugs, they found 


j very little opportunity to make effect- 


j ive suggestions. 
They probably will 
| resist such a rule for the consideration 
| of the present bill.

For the purpose of paying proper trib­ 
ute to his memory the president of the 
United States, the chief justice of the 
United States and the governor of 
New York state came here to join with 
the mayor of New York and o ther no­ 
tabilities in two great mass meetings. 
The first of the two meetings took 
place in Carnegie hall today, and the 
otiier will be held this evening in the 
great hall of the College of the City 
of New York. 
Mayor McClellan of 
New York presided at the first m eet­ 
ing. Addresses lauding the place held 
by Mr. Cleveland in the nation’s mem­ 
ory and history were delivered by 
President Taff, Chief Justice Fuller, 
Governor Hughes and others. 
A let­ 
ter from form er President Roosevelt 
expressing regret in his inability to 
join in the meeting was read. Richard 
W atson Gilder, the famous editor and 
poet, who was a close personal friend 
of Mr. Cleveland, read an origional 
poem. 
Among the purposes of the meetings 
is the planning of a perm anent memo­ 
rial to the memory of President Cleve­ 
land. 
Mr. Taft will remain in this section 
of the country two days. 
Tomorrow 
morning he will go to New Haven to 
attend a meeting of the Yale corpora­ 
tion, of which he is a member.

will return here in time to attend the 
dinner of the Yale alumni of New 
York.
